and Contracts, they have thought fit to cut it by ſelf In- 
tereſted Gloſſes and Expoſitions. Now how thoſe Rea- 

ſons come to Ceaſe at this Juncture, as is inſinuated by 

the Will, can be no leſs than the Wonder and Admira- 

tion of all the World, ſince the French King, if he has 

the Inclination, is indued with a greater Power of his 

own, to oppreſs the Kingdom of Spain, and all Europe 
beſides, than ever any King of that Country had ſince 

it was a Monarchy ; and what he will do, if the Gold 

and Silver Mines of the Indies, and all Spain ſhould 

be added to his Preſent Strength; is not fit to be 

Truſted to any Ambitious Prince's Kindneſs, or Good 

Nature, though he had obliged his Neighbours with 

greater Inſtances of his Benignity, than yet the Moſt 
Chriſtian King has been pleaſed to ſhew us. 


Aud olſerving when the Fundumental Reaſon ſhould ceaſe, 
that then the Right of Succeſſion did devolve upon the next in

| Here you have the late King of Spain's Bequeſt, that 
no Body in the End will haye Cauſe to thank him for : 
Not the French King, for if heſhould accept the whole 
2s a Gift of the late King of Spain, it will Infallibly 
Scandalize that moſt Chriſtian King with the Breach of 
his own Treaty, which he has Signd and Conſented 
to already, which is to be content with a Part of it; 
and would Force him into a New War with his Neigh- 
bours, before he has Recover d the Damages he ſu- 
ſtain'd in the laſt. Not the Dauphin, nor the Duke of 
Burgundy his Eldeſt Son; for the Will, has given away 


their undoubted Rights; nor the Duke. of 4 Anjou, on

Nor does the late King of. Spain's Command, to put 
the Duke of Arjou into immediate Poſſeſſion, ſigniſy any 
thing, unleſs it be Obey d by the Rule of Contraries, 
and ſerves to put his Subjects into the Poſſeſſion of their 
Natural Right, to defend themſelves from being Slaves 
to a profeſs d Enemy, and a foreign Nation.

In the Foregoing Clauſe you had the Bequeſt, and vou

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before he leaps, and ſee what is in the Boſom of Futurity. 
In this you have the Reaſons of the Deceaſed Monarch 
for doing it, which in general Terms, is ſaid to be for 
the Welfare of his Subjects, and the Peace and Tran- 
quillity of all Europe, upon which the Queſtions natu- 
rally ſuggeſted themſelyes. Is it for the Advantage of 
rhe Spanirds to be made Slaves to the French, or be ford 
at laſt ro Fight for their Liberties and Properties, when 
they are over-Power'd, Diſarm d, and no Body to help 
them? for this giving up Spain ſo entirely at a Venture, 
without any previous Solid Securities, for their Liberties 
and Properties, looks ſo like a Conqueſt, that what I 
have Queried about, is the firſt ching to be expected by 
the Natives.
